of fire that it is foolish to consider 
the matter of cost at all.

good thing to know, however, that 
plain ammonia is a most effective 
enemy 
of

burning. Ammonia gas merely fills 
the space and smothers the fire.

light, but strong, strings at strategic 
points about the walls and ceilings 
of the rooms in which inflammable!
